It appears that Figs. 5-8 corresponding to Comparative Examples 1-4 correspond to prior 
art. If so the figures should be clearly labeled "Prior Art". For example, Comparative 
Example 1 appears to correspond to US 5,475,359, and see remarks on pages 1-2 of the 
specification. While the thermal black size is not specifically disclosed for US ' 3 59, it appears 
from the Fig. 1 of US '359 that the carbon black size is smaller than the carbon fibers, and 
similar in comparison to the carbon black to fiber size as disclosed as applicant's Comparative 
Example 1. On a more simple level, applicant's Fig. 1 is similar to prior art Fig. 1 of US '359.
